A NEW - ANCHOR. 
Tis now upwardof fitty years since Mr. PERING 
first drew the attention of the British Navy to 
the defective character of the “old plan long 
shanked anchor,” which was the only one then in 
use inthe Navy. Since that time many and ya-| 
sious improvements and modifications have been | 
suggested and made. The effort has been to make | 
an anchor which shall be more effective, and | 
at the same time less cumbersome than the 
old anchor with its wide-spreading fixed 
flukes, with its massive shank and itshuge 
wooden stock. The first successful improvement 
was made when iron movable stocks were intro- 
duced. These, however, were first used only with 
anchors weighing less than fifteen hundred pounds, 
and it was not until 1832 that the British Navy ex- | 
tended the use of iron stocks to anchors weighing 
three thousand pounds. In 1847, it was still fur- 
ther extended to five thousand six hundred pounds, 
and in 1852, to anchors of six thousand pounds; 
and now iron stocks are in use with anchors of all 
sizes and weights. The next important improve- 
ment was made by Porter in 1837. His anchor 
consisted of three main pieces—the crown and 
arms being one, the shank another, and the stock 
the third. The oscillatory principle of that anchor 
was its most remarkable feature, although not en- 
tirely new. The crown moved on a bolt in such a 
way that when one arm was in the ground the 
other pressed upon the shank. This anchor, subse- 
quently to 1846, passed into the hands of Mr. 
TROTMAN, who introduced some modifications of 
the horn and palm, and now it has been generally 
adopted in the British service. Other inventions 
have also been patented from time to time, such as 
those of PopGers, Lenox, MircHEeson, HAWKINS, 
AYLEN, CoTseLL, Hutcutns, Morean and Lit- 
TLE’S, and many others. Very few of them, how- 
ever, have stood the test of practical experiment. 
The necessity of some new improvement which 
should get rid of the heavy and cumbersome stock 
was long ago pointed out, and must readily occur 
to any one familiar with the use of anchors. Cort- 
SELL, in his standard treatise on ships and anchors, 
(London, 1856), referring to this subject says: ‘ As 
the office of the anchor-stock is simply to cant the 
anchor when the arms are lying flat on the ground, 
the imposition of any further duty is foreign to its 
purpose, ill-advised, and highly objectionable. 
With the present advance of mechanical knowl- 
edge, we may yet hope to see an anchor of simple 
construction, and at the same time efficient, that 
shall require no stock. For my own part, I seeno 
reason why this object may not be accomplished.” 
The same author afterward réfers to several at- 
tempis to do away with the stock which had not 
been attended with success, but repeats his con-

As will readily be noticed, there is little to suggest 
the old time-honored anchor which, under slightly

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varied forms, has been in use for hundreds of 
years, and has symbolized for us the passion of 
Hope. 

Figure 1 represents the anchor with the 
flukes thrown out, and as it appears when 
dropped from the ship and in use. The flukes 
swing to either side of the shank on large bolts, 
and at right angles to each other, so that no matter 
how the anchor should chance to fall, one or both 
flukes will take hold, while at the same time there 
are no projections above the shank, as the stock or 
unused fluke in the old anchor. It is therefore im- 
possible for this anchor to foul, or in the event of 
a ship grounding upon her anchor, for her bottom 
to be injured, which frequently occurs when the 
common anchor is used. Figure 2 represents the

vessel, and hung by the ring in the crown, having 
both its flukes concealed within the body of the 
shank or as it also appears when stowed. 

This anchor has been thoroughly tested, both in 
its working and holding capacity, and has been ap- 
proved of by many officers of the Navy, and also 
by many masters of the merchant service. It does 
not drag or foul, it is without a stock, will not in- 
jure the bows in weighing, catting or fishing, and 
can be as compactly stowed as a log of wood of 
the size of the shank. Its many advantages over 
other anchors were demonstrated in various trials at 
Sau Francisco and in New York Bay. In both 
cases a 1,100 pound anchor was used. The exper- 
iments at New York were under the supervision 
of Mr. Coarites H.HAsweEtv. It was proved that 
the same grappling power is attained with 33 1-3 
per cent. less weight of anchor than in the case of 
the Admiralty anchor. By dispensing with the 


| stock 20 per cent. of weight is saved. 


The anchor has been exhibited to Admiral Far- 
Rear-Admirals Raprorp, Gopon and 
THATCHER, and other Navy officers, and has re- 


| ceived their hearty approval. 


We hope, if this anchor is introduced, America 
will begin to manufacture her own anchors. Now, 
seven in ten are imported from England, whenee 
also a large part of our cables come. 








WE are indebted to one of the subscribers for a 
statistical table showing the number of officers in 
the United States Navy on January 1, 1829, and the 
number of the same officers remaining in the service 
on the 3lst of December, 1868, forty years later; 
together with their rank at the latter date. Of the 
thirty-five captains in 1829 but one remained in 1868, 
the venerable Rear-Admiral Cuas. Stewart. Of 
the thirty-three commanders in 1829, two remain- 
ed alive, with the rank ofrear-admiral; and forty- 
six of the two hundred and fifty-seven lieutenants, 
one, FaARRAGUT, having the rank of admiral, eleven 
that of rear-admiral, and thirty-four that of com- 
modore. But four out of the forty-three surgeons 
remained, and the assistant surgeons had been 
reduced from thirty-five to fourteen, one of whom 
still remained an assistant surgeon. Five paymas- 
ters remained out of forty-one, and one chaplain 
out of nine. The ten ensigns of 1829 were repre- 
sented in 1868 by one rear-admiral, one commo- 
dore, and one captain, three in all. Of the four 
hundred and thirty-five midshipmen sixty-six re- 
mained alive, eleven being rear-admirals, forty- 
four commodores, and eleven captains. Of thirty- 
one masters, two remained; of thirteen carpenters, 
one; of fourteen sailmakers, two, and of seventeen 
boatswains, nineteen gunners, fifteen Navy agents, 
eight constructors,one timber agent and seven store- 
keepers, none. The forty-nine marine officers had 
been reduced to three; one a lieutenant-colonel, 
one a major, and one a captain. Thus. out of one 
thousand and seventy-two officers, of ail grades, 
in the service on the first of January, 1829, but 
one hundred and fifty remained at the end of 1868: 
forty years later; five hundred and sixty-two had 
died meanwhile, one hundred and forty-eight had 
been dismissed, two hundred and three had re- 
signed and nine had been cashiered. From these 
statistics the officers at present in the service can 
estimate what their chances are for the next forty 
years, and where and what they are likely to be

THE Attorney-General has just given an opinion which 
decides a large number of cases in the military 
the correct disposition of which has been a matter oi 
doubt with the Executive. The opinion of the Attorney 
General also overrules the decisions of the Judge-Advo 
cate, and sets aside the rulings of the War Deparment 
upon the class of cases referred to. The following is a 
copy of the opinion :

To the President. 
Sir: The question submitted for my opinion, by your 
directions, under date of the 30th ultimo, [ understand to 
be this: Whether, where a captaiu in the Army has been 
sentenced by a court-martial to reduction in rank by hav- 
ing his name placed lower down on the list of oificers of 
the same grade, a remission of the penalty by the Presi. 
dent in the exercise of the pardoning power will have 
the effect of restoring the officer to his former relative 
rank and position on the roll ? ; 
By the rules prescribed for the government of the mil- 
itary service, the relative rank of officers of the same 
grade in the Army is ascertained and fixed by date of 
commission or appointment. (Army Regulations, arti- 
cle second.) As all vacancies to the rank cf colonel are 
required to be filled by promotion according to senierity, 
cases of disability or incompetency excepted, (iid., arti- 
cle fourth,) the order in which officers under that rank 
stand in their several grades on the Army rolis is impor- 
tant, not only in connection with points of precedency 
and command, but as determining their respective rights 
to advancement upon the happening of vacancies in 
grades above their own, and it is hence called the line 
of promotion. 
Regularly, then, the law of the service assigns to each 
officer a rank in his grade and in the line of promotion 
corresponding with the date of his commission, and 
where this order or disposition is interrupted, as in the 
case under consideration, through the intervention of a 
court-martial proceeding, it can only remain so by the 
continuing operation of the penalty imposed, which may 
be said to act as a punishment from day to day, so long 
as the officer affected is excluded from the enjoyment 0! 
his previous status.

Tue New Orleans Times thus describes Brevet Major-

real aristocrat, for I use the word, denying that we are 
altogether a Democratic people. And what is more, he 
will have about him, as far as lies in his power, none but 
men of polish and refinement. I don’t believe any head- 
quarters in the country can show a more courteous or 
gentlemanly set of staff officers than this one here can. 
Since the war ended, Army matters have been some- 
what sifted down, you know, and I fancy that a 
many youths who once aired themselves on the shell 
here as festive staff officers or aides in times gone by, 
would have long since fallen through the sieve and gone 
under, if otherwise undisturbed. In short, I would say 
that the tone and discipline and esprit de corps among 
military men here now is admirable—is creditable both 
to themselves and the Army.”

On the 19th of January the Secretary of war sent a 
letter to the Senate of the United States recommending 
the enactment of a law to repeal so much of the sixty- 
first article of war as provides that officers having bre- 
vets may take place in courts-martial and on detach- 
ments, when composed of different corps, according to 
the rank given them in their brevets; which recom- 
mendation is concurred in by the General of the army. 
To exhibit the propriety of the proposed legislation, 
he transmitted at the same time the following list of 
the major-generals of the Army, arranged according to 
their brevet rank :

THE ALABAMA TREATY IN ENGLAND. 


THE Spectator of the 16th inst., has the following 
suggestive articles : 

Lord Clarendon and Mr. Reverdy Johnson signed the 
Convention by which it is proposed to settle the Alabama 
claims on Thursday. We fear the Convention is vague- 
ly worded, and we know that it is vaguely reported; but 
as far as we can make out, it will, first, refer the ques- 
tion whether we are liable at all forthe depredations of 
the Alaba’.a and her consorts to some foreign power— 
apparently the King of Prussia—and if he decides in 
the affirmative, refer the actual claims to a mixed Com- 
mission of British subjects and American citizens sitting 
at Washington. But is the arbitrator to decide whether 
we are liable for the Alabama alone, or foreach and all 
of the escaped cruisers, and is he to decide for which, if 
not for all? That is not at present clearly stated, and a 
good deal depends upon it. A still more important 
question turns upon the inclination of the American Sen- 
ate to ratify the treaty of which this convention is the 
germ. The American papers,even the more moderate 
of them, growl a good deal abont it, and express un- 
favorable opinions as tothe temper of the Senate. Mr. 
Reverdy Johnson hasbeen paying us compliments till 
the United States are yearning for an opportunity of being 
/unpleasant. This isa very natural and praise-worthy on 
| their part, but they should not let it interfere with busi- 
|ness. The Senate of the United States should ratify the 

treaty, and then have a debate expressly to evaporate 
the suppressed disgust, a debate prolific of a good, sharp, 
| wearing invective against the selfishness and treachery 
| of Britishers. 











THE Gazette du Midi has an account of what it calls a 
Naval Velocipede, invented by Captain Du Buisson, com- 
manding the yacht Jerome Napoleon, which belongs to 
Prince Napoleon of France. ‘Chis singular little ma- 
chine is composed of two parallel tubes of cast-iron, ci- 
gar-shaped, which are connected by iron cross-pieces. In 
the centre is a propelling wheel, covered by a house or 
drum,on the top of which the person using the vessel 
for the time sits comfortably in a sort of saddle, with 
stirrups. By means of these last,and of a hand-crank 
upon each side, he gives the wheel its motion, precisely 
as it is given to a velocipede on shore. The novel cratt 
can readily be propelled, against wind and tide, at the 
rate of six miles an hour, and the Gazette informs us that 
the one which belongs to the Prince’s yacht may be seen, 
any day,in Toulon Roads, dashing by at that speed, and 
startling the uninitiated. The invention is welcomed 
with the highest commendation, as one of great simplic- 
ity and practical utility. In the port of Baltimore, 
where the cigar-shaped hull appears to have had its ori- 
gin, we hope to see the idea of the ingenious Frenchman 
carried out, with the improvements which the fertile 
skill of our mechanics will doubtless suggest and apply.

CAVALRY TACTICS. 
1o the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

Sir: That there isa very great prejudice to innova- 
tion, on the part of a great many persons, who cannot 
properly be styled “old fogies,” is patent, but why this 
is, in these times, when progress is the order of the day, 
it is hard to discover. If, of late, great disasters had 
come from changes, it would, perhaps, be natural that 
change should be repugnant to the cautious. But no- 
thing of the kind has happened. Most marked changes 
have been for the better. Then why this resistance to 
change? Is it not because change presupposes activity 
and renewed application, and may it not be that there 
are too many persons, even in this age of improvement, 
who would rather work in the old groovesthan exert the 
living force necessary to make smooth the new, however 
much better? 


If something of this kind is not the trouble, why do 


we find as much opposition as there appears to be to a 
change in cavalry tactics, by some of the older cavalry 
officers? Until the question of a new system of tactics 
was discussed, I did not imagine that there was a doubt 
with any one as to improvement being necessary. Our 
present system is a botched translation of a poor set of 
tactics, which has not even uniformity in its poorness to 
recommend it to the cavalry officer. I repeat I did not 
think there was an officer in the cavalry service who did 
not appreciate the necessity for some change for the bet- 
ter in our tactics. Nor are there many. For the few 
who insist that the present system is good enough I have 
no word. Long association with their idol is a sutiicient 
excuse for these emulators of Ephraim, and the consola- 
tion is that they may seek the retirement afforded by the 
act of Congress for those who have served so faithfully. 

Agreeing that a change is necessary, what should be 
its nature? The fact that we found ourselves, in the 
midst of a long and arduous war, prevented, a few years 
since, a fair trial being given to the single rank forma- 
tion as proposed by General Cooke. His tactics were 
adopted and ordered to be uved throughout the cavalry, 
by the then Secretary of War, but it was feared by some 
Army officers that a change at that time might be disas- 
trous to our cavalry organizations, and the change in 
the East, where the virtues of the tactics could have been 
fairly tested, was abandoned. Low wisely is not for us 
now toinquire. In the West, where the new system 
was maintained to some extent, there is no record that 
any disastrous consequences followed its adoption, and I 
have yet to meet witha single cavalry officer who 
drilled and fought in this new system, who does not pre. 
fer it to the old. This, of itself, is prima fucie evidence 
in favor of the “rank entire.” That it is more simple, 
more consistent, easier to comprebend, and less capable 
of creating confusion than the old system, no one, [ pre- 
sume, will deny. 

In the new kind of warfare demanded by the recent 
improvement in small arms, celerity and rapidity of 
movement is allimportant. A small mark forthe infan- 
try soldier, when his chance of disablingan adversary is 
reduced to the minimum, is certainly a desideratum. A 
long and incircling attacking line is also greatly to be 
desired. All these important considerations are fuifilled 
by Cooke's cavalry tactics. In his system you have sim 
ple, short and suggestive commands, celerity of move- 
ment, light, long and rapidly-moving attacking lines,- 
incapabuity of confusion arising from inversions and 
other causes found in the present tactics, abundant 
shocks with the minimum expenditure of men, and the 
smallest possible amount of the impeding débris of bat- 
tle. What more can bedesired for success with cavalry 
in the field? Let those who will, talk about the steadi- 
ness of two ranks as compared with one. This “steadi- 
ness” is a fiction which relates to appearances on drills 
or parades when the rear rank serves to cover, to the 
eye, defects in the movements of squadrons in line. It 
has no existence in actual combat. The good sense that 
prompted the reduction of infantry ranks to a number in 
which each soldier could use his arms to advantage at 
one and the same time, is a good argument in favor of 
reducing cavalry toa like formation. If this were done 
each cavalry soldier could use his own proper weapon 
(the sabre) against his foe, rather than be compelled to 
ride with half his comrades in rear with sabres raised to 
be lowered in disgrace on the discomfiture of the front 
rank, the rear rank increasing, by its presence, the dis- 
order of defeat, while in success it must violate the or- 
der of the formation or remain idly looking on at the 
combat. CAVALRY. 
REORGANIZING THE NAVAL MEDICAL STAFF. 
Fo the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

Sir : Thanks to Mr. Spalding, and the “ earnest protests 
of a rear-admiral and other naval officers,” the bill to re- 
organize and increase the efficiency of the medical staff 
has been defeated. All are not aware of the “ extraor- 
dinary innovations ” which this bill coutemplated, which 
in the truthful and disinterested judgment of the Herald's 
correspondent, “ were well calculated to increase confu- 
sion in the discipline and social intercourse of naval offi- 
cers, and therefore only met with a just fate.” The 
defeated bill was modelled from a proposition which had 
the approval of a large number of the officers of the 
line, and met with the unqualified assent of three-fourths 
of the medical corps. The original bill proposed to secure 
disciplime and insure harmony by promoting surgeons 
by seniority, as in the line, giving them one additional 
grade and positive rank as in the Army, and then 
subordinating sea-going medical grades to line officers 
on ship-board by detailing medical officers of single ships 
junior in rank to the commanding and executive officer, 
and fleet medical officers junior to the captain of the 


The bill provided for no increase of medical officers, 
it simply divided the present corps of two hundred into six 
classes, with the distinctive protessional titles of medical 
director, general medical inspector, general medical di- 
rector, surgeon, passed assistant surgeon, and assistant 
surgeon, grades that have long been established in 
the navies of Europe, and which could not possibly be 
|confounded with those of the line. It confined the 
authority of medical officers exclusively to those placed 
under their professional control, provided shore sta- 
tions for the senior members of the corps ranking 
with commodore and captain, where their position 
could not conflict with the line; and detailed medi- 
cal directors ranking with commander for fleet duty 
on flag-ships only. It reorganized the non-commissioned 
staff by the appointment of medical cadets in place of 
apothecaries, and’sick-bay men in lieu of nurses, a meas- 
ure calculated to induce educated and respectable men 
to enter and remain in the service. The bill took 
nothing from the rights and privileges of any branch of 
the service, as it was the result of a complete, careful 
and deliberate investigation of the soundest practical 
suggestions based upon discipline, the interests of the 








fleet. 


Navy and the actual requirements of its medical depart- 
ment. Had the bill passed, it would by its systematic 


| arrangement have increased the efficiency of the medical 
| staff, and by its distinctive professional titles, promotion 


by seniority, and plan of subordination, it would doubt- 
less have removed from the service the bones of conten- 
tion, which for forty years have disturbed the harmony 
of our Navy.

THE NEW ARMY BILL. 
Ja the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Sir: The following paragraph is from the Washing, 
ton Hvening Express, of January 29th, and, to the casual 
reader, does not explain all the facts connected with 
Senator Wilson’s new Army bill: 

Senator Wilson’s new Army bill is designed to make Sherman 
General in place of Grant. Sheridan, Thomas and Meade are to be 
Lieutenant-Generals. It retains Hancock and Halleck as Major. 
Generals, and promotes to that rark McDowell, Pope, Schofield 
Howard, Terry, Ord and Canby. . 

The bill referred to above is an amendment to the 
ninth section of the act of Congress of July 28, 1866, 
reorganizing the Army on a peace basis. Section nine 
of the last named act provides that there shall be one 
General, five Major-Generals, and ten Brigadier-Genera]s. 
etc. Senator Wilson’s amendment provides that there 
shall be one General, three Lieutenant-Generals, and 
nine Major-Generals, to be selected from the present 
Major and Brigadier-Generals of the Army ; and abolish. 
es the grade of Brigadier-General. The pay and emolu- 
ments of said grades are, by this amendment, fixed as 
follows: 

For the General, the pay now allowed by law. For 
the Lieutenant-Generals, two hundred and fifty dollars 
per month, thirty rations per day, and commutation for 
three servants, and fifty dollars per month for horses, 
For Major-Generals, two hundred and twenty dollars 
per month, twenty rations per day, and commutation for 
four servants. All the above officers shall be entitled 
to the same staff officers in number and grade as now 
provided by law. 

By accurate calculation it will be found that the three 
Lieutenant-Generals provided for by Senator Wilson’s 
bill, would each receive an increase of pay to the amount 
of $551 47 per year over and above their present pay as 
Major-Generals ; that seven of the Major Generals to be 
selected from the present Brigadier-Generals would each 
receive an increase of pay amounting to $1,080 per year, 
over and above their present pay as Brigadier-Generals ; 
and that tio of the present Major-Generals who are to 
be retained would each lose $1,080 per year of their 
present pay. 

Again, it will be found by accurate calculation, that 
the pay of the General and staff officers, as provided for 
by Senator Wilson’s bill, would exceed that of the 
present organization nearly $400 per annum. There is 
therefore no economy in Senator Wilson’s amendment. 

Instead of abolishing the grade of Brigadier-General, 
which has existed in our Army since the Revolutionary 
war, and, as a matter of economy, it would be far wiser 
for Congress to leave the grades of General officers as 
now established by law, and to provide that on and after 
the 4th of March next, there shall be one General, four 
Major-Generals, and seven Brigadier-Generals, all to 
have the pay, emoluments and staff as now provided by 
law. By such an act the efficiency of the Army would 
be maintained, and none of the gallant officers who have 
deservedly won their present positions would be injured.

MULTIPLICATION OF OFFICES. 

In discussing Senator Edmunds’s bill to prevent the 
appointment of military men to civil office, the New 
York Times says: 

It forbids an officer from filling or performing the 
duties of two offices at once. We should like to know 
the sense, propriety or wisdom of sucha law as that. 
The standing curse of this government is its multiplica- 
tion of offices. The old maxim that “he who makes 
two blades of grass grow where but one grew before, is 
a public benefactor,” has been transferred to the field of 
politics, and reads that he who creates two offices where 
one sufficed before, is a benefactor to the tribe of office- 
seeking politicians. Whenever a new function or duty 
of any kind is created by law, a new office is instantly 
created to afford a new place for some new man whois to 
perform it. This implies, of course, new salaries, new 
dignities, new appointments, increased patronage to be 
used by the Executive and enjoyed by the noble army of 
place hunters. 

In this way the government offices of the country 
have been multiplied far beyond its necessities. The 
patronage of the government has been enormously in- 
creased, until it has become en exhaustless source of 
power which is certain to be abused, and of expense 
which threatens to swamp the revenues of the pation 
and involve its finances in hopeless ruin. ‘There are to- 
day, in every department of the goverument, three times 
as many office-holders as are at all needed, and far more 
than can be usefully employed. One of the most feasible 
methods of reform and retrenchment would be to consol 
date the offices of the government—to sweep away the 
thousands of sinecures that exist in every branch of the 
public service, and to require new duties to be done by 
officers already in place, instead of creating new officeis 
to perform them. 

Take the whole Indian department as an illustration. 
Scattered throughout the whole Indian country, at the 
various military posts, are military officers of the gov- 
ernment, who, in time of peace, have little to do; they 
must be there and must be paid. A law is passed, or 
treaty made, for the distribution of presents among the 
Indians in their vicinity. What would be simpler, or 
more natural, more economical, or more effective, than 
to require these military officers to make the distribu- 
But this Senator Edmunds cannot permit. ew 
offices must be created for that purpose. Indian 
agents, with large salaries and still larger opportunities 
for speculation and plunder, must be appointed to do 
that work; and the military officers must serve as “it 
escort for them, while they are engaged in the business 
thus devolved upon them ! 

This is the system as it exists to-day ; and a howl of 
execration is raised at the slightest attempt to disturb it.

THE FALL OF VILLETA. 

OUR entire dependence upon Brazilian accounts for the 
particulars of the capture of Villeta from the Paraguay - 
ans leaves us in doubt as to the actual facts of the en- 
gagement. Itis thus described by the correspondent of 
the New York Zribune at Buenos Ayres: 


The possession of Villeta was not gained by a single 
battle but by a series of sanguinary fights extending 
over a period of six days. On the 5th of December the 
Allies crossed over to the left bank of the Paraguay and 
commenced their advance upon Villeta; but early on 
the morning of the 6th they were attacked by a force of 
6,000 Paraguayans under the immediate command of 
Lopez himself, and a murderous engagement ensued, in 
which both sides suffered heavy losses. On the most 
moderate calculation, the total killed amounted to 3,000, 
and the losses in Brazilian officers were very‘considerable. 
; Marshal Caixas had one horse killed under him and an- 
| other wounded ; General Machado was killed: Argollo 
| dangerously wounded, besides six colonels and about 60 
| officers placed hors de combat. The Paraguayans were 
| eventually repulsed, Lopez retiring within the fortifica- 
| tions with the main body of his forces. The next day 
_ there was another sharp fight with a portion of the Par- 
/aguayan army. On the 9th Caixas ordered a general 
| advance on the heights of Villeta, when another bloody 








| battle took place, the Brazilians losing 600 men in 
| killed; but the heights were at length carried at the 
| point of the bayonet. . On the 12th Caixas again pushed 
on a place called Ivahy, an ugly pass a little beyond Vil- 
leta, to where the Paraguayans had made astand. The 
| Brazilian cavalry, flushed with victory, charged in 
| splendid style, took the pass, with the guns mounted, 
| and thus completed the capture of Villeta, and freed the 
road to Angostura. An official telegram from Marshal 
| Caixas states that in this last fight 10 pieces of artillery 
| and 500 prisoners, among them many staff officers, were 
| captured by the Allies. Other advices are to the effect 
| that the enemy’s loss, on the whole, is 6,000 men, in 
| killed and wounded, and that not a man of those who 
| garrisoned Villeta escaped, except Lopez and his body- 
|guard. But this must be taken with reserve. Lopez is 
| believed to have retreated toward Luque, in the interior.

DR. HAYES AND THE NORTH POLE. 

, A CORRESPONDENT of the Nation, whose education 
end whose business have led him to take particular 
| interest in the subject of arctic explorations, writes thus 
| in regard to Dr. Hayee’s renewed proposals of research : 
| I trust Dr. Hayes will succeed in starting another 
expedition. His difficulty, however, will be in procur- 
ing sufficient money to properly equip the same. He 
needs a stout steamer and one, or, if possi/le, two sailing 
vessels. He should be fitted to pass t)fee winters, if it 
should be deemed advisable, in the arctic country. 
There is no trouble about men’s enlisting for this time, 
if properly commanded and fed. We have had one 
crew from Cumberland Inlet this season, who had passed 
two winters there, and no heartier, healthier set of men 
ever came into port. 

Iam quite confident that Dr. Hayes will be able to 
reach the very pole if he can only start right and stay 
long enough. An intelligent whaling-master, who was 

in the Pacific Arctic Ocean in the summer of 1867 (which 
was, as you are aware, a very open season), told me he 
believed that he could with a stout steamer have pushed 
through that summer to Spitzbergen. Any expedition 
fitted for arctic research is liable to lose an entire season 
if the weather should be especially severe. My only 
fear is that Dr. Hayes will be so anxious to go on 
another expedition that he will make the venture with- 
out securing sufficient means to accomplish his object 
properly. 


ARE old soldiers better as soldiers than younger men ? 
If we look at modern history there is nothing to prove 
that this is the case. Napoleon's brilliant campaigns 
were fought with armies composed in the main of young 
soldiers. In 1866 the young soldiers of Prussia beat 
the trained veterans of Austria ; andthe Prussian army 
to-day, composed of men with less than four years’ 
service, is probably the finest army of the world. If we 
inquire into the cause of these facts, is it not tolerably 
clear that the best troops are those-which can move the 
most quickly? Pace is the first requirement inthe rapid 
age we live in; and the circumstances of war seem to 
afford no exception totherule. Now that the rifle has 
superseded the blunderbuss, and that battles are fought 
with a mile of ground between the contending armies, 
mere strength of arm in a soldier is an immeasurably 
inferior quality to the power of pace. But pace is essenti- 
ally the qualification of youth. For hard fighting hand 
to hand, aman at thirty-five oreven at forty years of 
age, may easily defeat a youngster of twenty-five; but 
in a race across the open, or in a long march up and 
down hill, the youngster will leave the veteran far be- 
hind.—* Army Reform,” in the “ Cornhill Magazine ” for 
December. 
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FOREIGN MILITARY AND SCIENTIFIC MATTERS. 
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IN a recent diplomatic conversation with M. von 
Wimpffen, Count Bismarck is reported to have spoken 
as follows: “Let Austria consider well what she in- 
tends doing, but let her decide promptly between the 
friendship with Prussia or that of M. Beust. Let her 
bear thisin mind.” 

THE staff of the Paris National Guard having adver- 
tised that the position of drum-major in that part of the 
French militia is vacant, twenty or thirty men of seven 
feet in height have come to Paris as applicants for the 
place, and they are daily promenading on the Boule- 
varés to the great disgust of all small Parisians, who now 
look shorter than ever. 


Tue Moniteur del’ Armée in an article reviewing the 
year 1868, says: “Our Military state places France in a 
position to mect every eventuality. We are strong 
enough to-day to live in perfect harmony with all the 
Powers of Europe or to fight advantageously those of 
them who would undertake an unjust war and force us 
once more to draw the sword.” The Prussian Militar- 
ische Wochenblatt has an equally good story to tell: 
“Our military organization,” it says, “is now 80 com- 
plete that a simple telegram from Berlin would suffice 
to put 1,000,000 men under arms. The Prussian troops 
are composed of 325 battalions of infantry, 268 squadrons 
of cavalry, 11 regiments of artillery, with 1,146 pieces, 
and 12 battalions of engineers. In all these are 
410,000 fighting men, to which must be added 50,000 to 
be furnished by the federal contingents. These last are 
made up as follows: First, Saxony, 20 battalions, 24 
squadrons, 96 cannon and 1 battalion of engineers; see- 
ond Brunswick, 3 battalions, 4 squadrons and 6 cannon ; 
third, Mecklenburg'Strelitz, 1 battalion ; fourth, Grand 
Duchy of Hesse, 10 battalions,8 squadrons, 24 cannon 
and 1 battalion of engineers. Total, 43 battalions, 36 
squadrons, 126 cannon and 38 battalions of engineers, 
To this number of fighting men (463,000) must be 
added the Baden, Hessian, Wurtemburgian and Bava- 
rian soldiers, which the military treaties place at the 
disposition of the Chief of the Confederation. In ad 
dition Prussia isable to put immediately on foot, first, 
troops of the reserve, 120 battalions of infantry, 76 
squadrons of cavalry, 240 cannon and 12 battalions of 
engineers ; second, troops occupying fortresses, 200,000 
men. Neither officers, military train nor special corps 
are included in these figures.” 

AN exhibition of the properties of gun-cotton when 
fired by concussion instead of by the direct application of 
flame or heat, took place recently at Woolwich Arsenal, 
England. The huge thirty-sixinch Mallet mortar, 
weighing fifty-two tons, which was placed in the 
marshes in 1857, and designed to fire a chell of two thou- 
sand five hundred and forty-eight pounds, (empty), has 
for some time past been sinking in its great wooden bed, 
owing to the gradual decay of the wood. It was thought 
dangerous to run the risk of its falling upon any visitor 
hy leaving it in this position. To erect shears and the 
necessary appliances for raising the mortar, would have 
entailed an expenditure estimated at about $250. Un- 
der these circumstances recourse was had to gun-cotton 
to destroy the bed and precipitate the fall of the mortar. 
Four charges of four ounces each, four of six ounces, and 
one of eight ounces (total forty-eight ounces,) were placed 
on the wooden bed and exploded by means of mining 
fuzes charged with detonating composition. The mate- 
rial was rotten, and especially unfavorable for the exer- 
tion of explosive force ; but the huge bed was shattered, 
and particles flew in all directions. The mortar, al, 
though it altered its position, refused, however, to fall, 
being held, to some extent, by a thick wrought-iron 
screw bolt. The next experiment was made upon this 
bolt. A one-pound disc of compressed gun-cotton was 
tied to the bolt and exploded. The explosion was thus 
wholly unconfined. Nevertheless, the bolt was broken 
in two places, a result which exceeded the most sanguine 
anticipations. Still, the huge mortar remained in its 
position. A third operation had, therefore, to be made. 
This time two one-pound charges were disposed under 
the left trunnion, and one one-pound charge was so 
placed as to give the mortar a kick behind. The explo- 
sion of these charges completed the work. Tke monster 
mortar slowly, gracefully bowed forward, and fell to the 
ground. The gun-cotton had thoroughly done its work, 
at a cost of about five dollars.

THE ARMY LEGISLATION. 


E have hitherto refrained from commenting up- 
on the Army legislation now before Congress, 

believing that it was not probable that the reorgan- 
ization of the Army would be effected during the 
last days of the present Administration, and not 
proper that it should be so effected. Much of the 
legisiatiom prepared in the Senate seems to be 
founded on just principles, while much is, and 
only claims to be, experimental. It seems to us, 
however, that it is unwise, as it is clearly unneces- 
sary, to anticipate, on this subject, the wishes and 
plans of the incoming Administration. 
When General Grant was put in nomination for 
the Presidency, it was claimed, and, as we think, 
justly, that no man in the country was a more 
thorough advocate of public economy. It was 
positively urged by a majority of the present Con- 
gress, that he would be economical in his recom- 
mendations regarding the Army, and that his own 
experience was the surest guarantee of its reduc- 
tion to,the lowest point consistent with public 
security.’ In support of this proposition, they cited 
his remarkable, though brief, administration of the 
War Office, as well as his famous recommendation 
while General of the Army. We think they were 
justified in their inferences, as they were certainly 
sound in their facts. We are therefore somewhat 
astonished to find now that, though but a single 
month intervenes before General Grant’s formal 
instalment as President, his policy is anticipated 
in that very department of the Government which, 
from education and professional experience has 
become above all others his own specialty. 
However, passing to another point, we must 
commend in the very strongest terms the method 
in which Congress has at last gone to work, 
namely, by calling in officers of ability and expe- 
rience from all arms of the service, of all varieties 
of views, temperaments, and experiences, to give 
their opinions of certain proposed changes and to 
suggest others. Armed with the expressed views 
of many officers of various grades, Congress is 
better prepared for Army legis!ation than ever be- 
fore. 
Touching the reduction of the Army, we think 





one great mistake is made, to which we shall 
briefly refer. The ground assumed is that we 
must reduce the force to the actual garrison needs 
of the various frontiers—sea coast, lake line, In- 
dian line, Gulf coast—and, accordingly, the ques- 
tion is raised, what is the lowest number of men 
you require for this purpose in time of peace? 
This method of consideration is open to several 
serious objections, of which we mention one, 
namely, that it leaves no provision for emergency 
For, in case of emergency, it is clear that, so far 
from summoning troops from these garrisons to the 
point of need, there will then be more necessity, 
perhaps, than ever, of their remaining at their 
posts. You cannot cipher down to aman anda 
gun the exact minimum of an army.

We have heard of a very conscientious officer 
who had an old horse given to him which he 
turned out to commons somewhere in Kentucky, 
and which horse he “‘owned” to sufficient purpose 
to enable him to draw forage.

Tue StTaNLEy-Jonnson protocol for the settle- 
ment of the naturalization question is now before 
the Senate. It is simple justice to Minister Joun- 
son to say that no agreement on this subject more 
acceptable to the United States could conceivably 
have been negotiated. Anditis simple justice, also, 
to the British government to say that no more utter 
abandonment of its own doctrine of feudal allegi- 
ance, and no more complete concession of the Amer- 
ican principle of voluntary exchange of allegiance, 
upon expatriation, could be made. One Congress- 
man, it is true (who seems to be of the Train 
school of diplomats), has introduced a proposition 
into the House that neither this nor any other 
treaty with Great Britain shall be ratified by 
Congress until the ‘‘ Bastiles” of England are emp- 
tied of **‘ American citizens.” But we do not sup- 
pose that this proposition will create much dis- 
cussion, any more than a notice that we should all 
cut off our noses, so as to aid us in making uglier 
faces at the people across the water. 

The present Convention, we repeat, aims to 
grant the largest liberty toemigration. It declares 
in substance, that emigrants from either of the 
two countries to the other, who have been or may 
be naturalized according to the laws of the adopted 
country, shall ipso facto become absolved from the 
natal allegiance and be held as citizens or subjects 
of the new country, for all purposes whatsoever. 

We say that it is clear that no stronger terms can 
possibly be suggested than those used in the treaty. 
It is a complete concession of the American claim ; 
and if, with more than Promethean impudence, it 
steals the thunder from some of our orators, at 
least we have the consolation of learning that, in

| SECRETARY SCHOFIELD throws out a new and 
| Startling idea in his proposition to consolidate the 
Army and Navy Departments under one head. 
Rather, it is the revival of an old idea, or, at least, 
of an old practice. Undoubtedly, the framers of 
the Constitution designed that the naval and mili- 
tary forces should be a unity, propelled by one 
will. Hence, the two were originally put under 
the control of one Department, and that, be it 
observed, with a soldier as President. But now, 
with the growth of the country, we have been 
forced to follow the example of other nations, in 
separating these Departments; and, if the two 
should ever be joined, it is quite clear that we should 
stili require distinct sub-secretaries, who would 
perform essentially the duties of the present Cab- 
inet officers. Now, with a civilian President, that 
arrangement would be desirable. It would prob- 
ably have been beneficial during the late war, 
but it is clearly not necessary now since Gen- 
eral Grant himself is not only the repository 
of executive will, but also is a military man, 
and as such, perfectly capable of harmonizing 
the action of the Army and the Navy, in peace and 
war. In no case could we easily reduce the work 
necessary to the two Departments; we should be 
merely giving them a common head. That head 
they will have in General Grant. 








From a communication transmitted to the Senate 
by the Secretary of War, on the 20th of January, 
it appears that during the year 1868 the Ordnance 
Department purchased eighteen thousand SHarp’s 
rifles at $4 50 eacli, amounting to a total of $81,- 
000; two 12-inch rifle guns at $6,500 each; one 3-

ical steel shot for $1,113, and six 12-inch conical 
steel shot (615 pounds) for $1,291 85. The rifle 
shot cost 6 cents, and the chilled shot 5.975 cents 
per pound, and the steel shot 35 cents a pound.

It is doubtful 
whether the two houses will have time to complete their 
amendments to this bill and pass it during the present 
session of Congress. 

The Senate Committee on Indian Affairs has reported 
a substitute for the House bill transferring the control 
of the Indian Bureau to the War Department. It makes 
the bureau independent of the Interior Department, and 
places it under the special control of the President. It 
also provides for transferring to the War Department 
any tribe that may be at war with the Government. 
When the war ceases the tribes or bands are to be taken 
charge of again by the Indian bureau. 

The bill making appropriations for the Military Acad- 
emy, has passed the Senate, with some amendments; al- 
so the bill for the payment ofinvalid and other pensions, 
with amendments reducing the appropriations for inva- 
lid pensions from ten 10 nine millions, and for general 
pensions from thirteen to ten millions. The Senate has 
also passed the Naval Appropriation bill, with some 
amendments; one raising the salary of the head of the 
Naval Academy from $1,250 to $1,600; another appro- 
priating $5,000 to take observations of an eclipse of the 
sun on the 7th of August, and one appropriating $50,000, 
or so much of that sum as may be needed, for improving 
the harbor of the Midway Islands., The Army Appro- 
priation bill is to be taken up in the House Committee 
of the Whole, on Monday next. As it stands it appro- 
priates $43,195,500 in place of $33,082,093 last year. 

The House has before it a bill, reported from the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs, by Mr. H. D. WasHBurN, 
which proposes to allow every soldier, sailor, or marine 
(including slaves and those recognized by Congress in an 
act of February 13, 1862, for the defence of Washing- 
ton,) who has faithfully served and been honorably dis- 
charged, the sum of eigght and one-third dollars per 
month forall the time he has served between April 12, 
1861, and April 19, 1865, deducting all bounties hereto- 
fore paid or now payabie by the nation, State, city, coun- 
ty, town, or by any municipal organization or voluntary 
association, and all prize money paid or payable to any 
soldier discharged for wounds geceived in battle orin the 
line of his duty, the allowante@hall be computed to the: 
end of the term for which he enlisted. The unmarried 
widow, or if there be noné,the children, or if none, the 
parents of every such soldfer, sailor, or marine who has 
died will receive the stim to which he would have been 
entitled. But no one whg has served as a substitute, or 
who wasa prisoner of war when he enlisted, or who was 
discharged on his own application, except to be re-en- 
listed, transferred, or promoted, or who was discharged 
on the ground of minority, shall be entitled to share in 
this equalization of bounty.

THE EUROPEAN ARMAMENTS. 


A MILITARY correspondent of the London Zizies op- 
portunely estimates the number and efficiency : f the va- 
rious continental armies. .The events of 1866 sect aside 
the old theory of war. Reconstruction ab origine be- 
came a necessity for every army in Europe except that of 
Prussia. No State has neglected this work, and all the 
stronger nations have pressed it forward as rapidly as 
possible. It would be idle to deny that at the present 
moment the general result is of special importance. 
The correspondent of the Zimes estimates that two of 
the European States are thoroughly prepared for war, 
with splendid armies and abundant materiel ; the rest 
are more or less in arrear. France could put into the 
field fully half a million of men, armed with breech- 
loaders, which, without being perfect, are decidedly 
superior to the Prussian needle-gun. Behind this great 
army is a vast array of reserves, more or less carefully 
equipped, making altogether a million combatants. 
The latest improvements in organization have been care- 
fully attended to. The French artillery is good. The 
Prussians have greatly improved, too. But the infantry 
fighting is still open to some faults, which have been 
avoided by the French. The Prussian cavalry and 
artillery is not al] that they might be, the latter being 
in particular indifferently handled. In 1866 the Aus- 
trian artillery proved decidedly superior. Prussia’s 
great strength lies in her infantry, which has on its side 
all the prestige of recent successes, as well as confidence 
and experience in its weapon. The South German 
armies, too, would be at the commangl of Prassia in case 
of war, though their movements are slow and their ef- 
ficiency somewhat below the average. They number 
200,000 on paper. The North German Confederacy is 
inferior in numerical force to France, but the difference 
in the field would be practically small. 

Two great powers, then, are ready for the combat, 
having command of men, money, and the spirit of 
antagonistic races. Therest of the European nations 
are unprepared for a great struggle. Austria is behind, 
but is yet more formidable than in 1866. The new or- 
ganization gives a peace strength of 250,000, a regular 
army for war of 800,000, includingthe reserves—border 
troops 53,000, and Landwehr 200,000, besides the Land- 
sturm, not yet completly organized. The field artillery 
did right well in the war, and has needed no changes. 
The cavalry rode and fought splendidly, but were not 
employed to the extent or in the mannerthey ought to 
have been, and probably would be now. Breech-load- 
ers have been furnished to the troops, and the arm now 
in use will be replaced shortly by a better one. A few 
years of peace would bring Austria once more to the 
front. Russia is still further behind. She professes to 
have a force of a million and a half of all arms, but this 
is a pen-and-ink estimate. Itis certain that only a part 
of the army has rifled field guns and breech-loading 
small arms, and without these modern necessities for 
war it would be madness to take the field against

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A REMARKABLE NARRATIVE. 


THE London Telegraph says: Fiction and fact are 
equally outdone by the almost incredible narrative re- 
lated in the log of the Dutch vessel Finnechina, which 
has just arrived in Cork harbor from South America. It 
seems that a London sailor, Rogers, by rame, shipped 
on board the Finnechina at Buenos Ayres, as a foremast 
hand upon her voyage to Cork. Captain Hotze, the 
Hollander in commander, had in his cabin a large sum 
of money ; the fact was well known ; and Rogers appears 
to have determined to obtain the coin at the price, if ne- 
cessary, of wholesale murder. The ship’s company was 
short, consisting only—besides the solitary pirate—of 
captain, first and second mate, cook and three seamen. 
On the fourth day out from Buenos Ayres, when itive of 
these seven were upon deck, Rogers put his astonishing 
villainy into execution. The first mate was standing in 
the open gangway, when Rogers, with a sudden thrust, 
pushed the poor fellow into the sea. The cook, hearing 
the cries of the drowning man, and most likely think- 
ing that he had got into the water by accident, ran to 
the taffrail, with a rope to throw to the mate ; and, while 
he was leaning over, Rogers took him by the legs and 
pitched him also into the water. 

The second mate, who came running aft in order to 
help, was encountered by the miscreant, who had mean- 
time got hold of an axe, and brandished it furiously. 
The unarmed Datchman retreated before the murderous 
wretch, and jumped down the companion way just as the 
commander, alarmed by the outcry, was hurrying upon 
deck. The two men came into collision and fell ; and 
while Captain Hotze and his second mate were rolling 
upon the cabin floor together, Rogers clapped down the 
hatch over the ladder and put the pin into the staple. 
‘Thus there were three of the ship’s company imprisoned 
below, and two men only remained on deck, an Ameri- 
canand anIlrishman. ‘The assassin stood amidships be- 
tween the two, and swore that he would kill them with 
his axe if either disobeyed him in the least particular. 
He ordered the one to keep forward, and other aft, and 
made them steer the vessel by turns; directing her 
course, as he supposed, back to a desert part of the Bra- 
zilian coast. 

His idea seems to have been to run the ship ashore 
and find some way of killing the survivors. But the 
compasses were wrong ; and thus, instead of making the 
land, the captured ship, in the possession of the homici- 
dal maniac, was all the while steering parallel to the 
coast line. Twice, during this time, the captain got a 
shot at Rogers through the gratings, but without wound- 
ing himseriously. Four days and nights the desperate 
creature stood, axe in hand, overawing the two sailors 
on deck, himself master of the vessel, and he is said nev- 
er to have clesed his eyes, keeping a wild beast’s watch 
of fear, rage and avarice. It appears rather strange that 
nothing could be done by the two men together. Did 
they dare tosleep? Had they any food and water, or 
was tlie lonely pirate thus provided? Perhaps it was 
his plan to starve them to death at the helm, or to weak- 
en tuem until they could be easily killed. For him, at 
any rate, there was no relief, no respite from his desper- 
ate sentinelship ; and at the end ofthe fourth day nature 
gave him over into the hands of his intended victims. 
The villain fell suddenly asleep as he crouched, watch- 
ing the Yankee and the Irishman, beyond the range of 
the Captain’s pistols. The long-awaited opportunity 
was eagerly embraced. The Irishman sprang silently 
forward, and, seizing the axe, with one blow all but sev- 
ered the head of Rogers from his body. The hatches 
were opened, and the three prisoners were let free. The 
head of the vessel was then turned toward Rio Janeiro, 
Where a full statement was made of the deplorable ad- 
venture, and, after due investigation, the Finnechina 
shipped a fresh crew, and came quietly across to Cork 
harbor, where the survivors of the tragedy have told 
their extraordinary narrative.

A TALE OF CONSPIRACY. 


TuE Citizen tells the following story apropos of the re- 
port that Stanton ordered General Banks to supersede 
General Grant at Vicksburg: Soon after General 
Grant took command of the Army of the Potomac, a con- 
troversy took place between him and Secretary Stanton, 
in reference to the former ordering the troops, which 
were stationed around Washington and Baltimore, to 
the front, to assist in the active cperations against Gen- 
eral Lee. A large number of troops were iying idle at 
Washington, which Grant desired to add to his army 
then fighting in the Wilderness, and ordered them to the 
front. Secretary Stanton, still clinging to his old night- 
mare about the danger of the capital, which he used for 
the purpose of weakening General McClellan, insisted 
and demanded that General Grant should order those 
troops back to the Washington fortifications. Grant re- 
fused. Stanton reiterated his demand, finally declaring 
that he outranked Grant, and would order them back 
himself. Grant appealed to Lincoln, andthe latter sus- 
tained him. The details ofthis controversy were pub- 
lished in the Herald at the time, and extensively copied 
by the press throughout the country. . 
juncture Grant was prevailed upon to issue the order sup- 
pressing the Richmond Hzaminer. 

This act was taken by those in this intrigue as the 
turning point, and certain to inqure their triumph. They 
became so elated over the success of their plot, that they 
were unable to keep it to themselves, and commenced 
talking about it publicly. The result was that the details 
became known to Senators Dixon and Doolittle, who im- 
mediately called upon the President and,gave the facts 
tohim. The President forthwith sent for General 
Grant, and related the circumstances as they had come 
to his ears. Thelatter saw at once the trap that had 
been set for him, modified his order in reference to the 
Examiner, joined hands with the President against the 
plotters, and they were foiled. Mr. Bennett, ot the Her- 
ald, has the details of this intrigue among his private 
papers, unless he has destroyed them, from whom, we 
have no doubt, Gen. Grant can obtain a copy if he desires 
to refresh his mind in regard to who were engaged in 
the plot. 

This scheme being frustrated, another was started, 
and as a part of the programme, Secretary Stanton issued 
orders over Grant’s head, and held back some of those 
which Grant issued through the Adjutant-General’s De-. 
partment. The General was annoyed, and submitted as 
long ashe could, when he demanded of the President 
that Stanton should be compelled to stop his interfering 
or go out ot the Cabinet. Stanton placed in vhis alterna- 
tive, asa matter of course. yielded and remained at his 
post. These facts goto show the probabilities of the 
truth of the charges that Stanton tried to supersede 
Grant when on the Mississippi, and place his command 
under Banks. They also show that Stanton never 
yielded Grant his full support, except when he was 
obliged to, either by the emergencies of the campaign, 
or through the intervention of the President. Still 
further, that if he had been allowed his own way he 
would have encompassed the overthrow of Grant, just as 
he did McClellan.

States.” The maps and plans are drawn with care, and 
add greatly to the value of the journal, which was 
doubtless prepared for General de Kochambeau himself. 
It is in its original red morocco binding, with the edge 
of the leaves richly gilded. There was great competition 
for it at the sale, and beside several orders for the vol- 
ume from the United States, the British Museum and- 
other great European libraries were competitors for it. 








THE Philadelphia Zelegraph draws picture of the 
aristocratic tendencies of gur Navy, which we reproduce 
for the benefit of our naval. readers, that, knowing 
the nature of their transgressions, they may enter at 
once upon the work of reform.

The plan ia most excellent and worthy of adoption by 
every regiment in the State. At the re-formation of the wing the 
command-was exercised in a few battalion movements, and went 
through the form of dress parade and review, all of which were very 
finely performed. At the drill of the left wing on the following 
evening, the battalion, composed of five companiee, was reduced to 
four commands by the consolidation of Companies Eand F. The 
same programme was carried out as on the previous evening at the 
drill of the right wing. We noticed several companies received 
plaudits from their comrades, which had a pleasing effect. At the 
conclusion of company drilling, the battalion, without being equal- 
ized, was exercised by the colonel. We seldom witnessed more 
steadiness or attention.

1. The General Regulations, referring to company ollicers, speak 
of them as oceupying the most important positions in the service ; } 
both as regards the influence they exercise upon the soldiery, and 
the high responsibility attaching to them in the instruction, good 
order, and discipline of their respective commands, and state that no 
one should be elected to such office uuless well qualified for the 
faithful performance of the duties of his station. 

For the purpose of carrying out this provision of the General | 
Regulations, and in order that none but competent and properly 
qualitied persons may be hereafter commissioned as officers of this 
brigade, and aleo in order that the commandant of the brigade may
